Treasury Deficit Reduced; 
Ullrich Unearths Funds 


THE STUDENT COUNCIL 
deficit tor the 1984-65 year, 
previously reported by the 
Comptroller’s Office to be 
$4636.91 has been reduced by at 
least 3*100, according to Council 
Treasurer Ron Ullrich. 

In his report to the Student 
Council on Sept. 28, Ullrich 
pointed up errors In accounting 
and unpaid Mils as the two major 
causae of the exaggerated defi- 
cit figure. 

The deficit tor Homecoming, 
1964, has been reported by tbe 
Comptroller's Office to be $1500 
in exoesa of the actual figure. 
A prepayment voucher for that 
amount which was to be applied 
to this year's Homecoming 
account was mistakenly charged 
to the 1964 account, Ullrich re- 
po rted, alter cheeking that 
activity's books. 

In addition, 1964 Homecoming 
Chairmen Bob Roes reported an 
income amounting to approx- 
imately 3W0 more than that listed 
In the Comptroller's report.

Activities Fee... 

STUDENT COUNCIL PRESIDENT Skip Gnehm 
has made a politically difficult, but certainly 
beneficial, decision in recommending the estab- 
lishment of a student activities fee. 

An activities fee, the merits and demerits of 
which have been debated at the University for 
several years, is a difficult thing to espouse, as 
Gnehm must surely be discovering, for its faults 
are all too obvious, while its values are far more 
subtle. 

No student likes to shell out more money, 
especially at GW where the tuition is rising even 
faster than the national debt, but if we are to 
have any student life at all, the proper question 
to be determined is who shall bear the burden of 
its cost. 

Indeed, there are some who will argue that a 
program of student activities at the university
